Convenience 
oontemplutes  Value,  durability,  eta 
Gold,  silver,  ntCltel  aud  copper  are  now 


to  pay  at  par.  In  this  respect  it  is  no 
diCTcteut  from  au  individual.  A  man’s 
checks  and  promissory  notes  remain  ut 
par  so  long  as  it  is  known  tbut  his  total 
wealth,  not  bis  bank  uccoout  merely, 
exceeds  them  in  amoc  ‘ 

As  to  the  actru)  value  of  paper  money, 
it  makes  no  difference  whether  it  is  sus¬ 
tained  by  individual  or  governmental 
fiat.  The  test  is  the  real  wealth  that  is 
its  guarantee.  That  the  government  fiat 
is  the  better  and  more  desirable  is  be- 
causu  tbe  government's  wealth  is  tbe 
greater  and  its  anionut  is  more  accurate¬ 
ly  and  universally  known  This  latter 
is  what  imqVs  the  necessary  confidence 
tbut  makes  it  acceptable.

If  straws  show  the  way  tho  wind 
blows,  the  action  of  tho  court  ot  divorce 
in  BriKikings,  S.  D..  whereby  a  jury 
was  mude  up  of  six  meu  and  six  women 
is  the  inaugural  of  the  peaceful  revolu¬ 
tion  in  American  jurisprudence.  To  aiy 
one  familiar  with  the  jury  practice  of 
modern  courts  the  innovation  will  bo 
welcomed  by  all  believers  iu  judicial 
reform.  The  jury  is  one  of  the  few  an¬ 
cient  institutions  which  have  not  pro¬ 
gressed  with  society  and  civilization. 
Originally  it  was  the  greatest  bulwark 
of  a  man's  safety.  Ho  was  entitled  to 
be  tried  by  12  of  his  peers  and  neigh¬ 
bors.  by  the  men  who  knew  him  and 
oould  therefore  the  best  judge  of  his 
character  and  his  motive.  There  was  at 
the  same  tinfb  in  those  olden  days  a  ma¬ 
trons’  jury  for  special  occasions  and 
emergencies. 

With  the  process  of  the  years,  chal¬ 
lenges  for  favor,  challenges  for  technic¬ 
al  reasons,  challenges  without  auy  rea 
sons  were  allowed  in  ever  increasing 
numbers.  At  the  same  time  exempting 
laws  wore  passed  whereby  the  most  in¬ 
telligent  meu  were  free  from  all  jury 
duty.  Soldiers  and  sailors,  lawyers  and 
clergymen,  physicians  and  dentists,  pub¬ 
lic  officials  and  newspaper  meu,  firemen 
and  even  militiamen  were  excluded 
from  the  jury  list.  It  is  obvions  at  a 

glance  that  this  set  of  practices  on  the 

one  side  and  laws  on  the  other  resulted 
in  bringing  the  ignorant  and  worthless 
into  abnormal  prominence  in  the  jury 

^  Worse  than  this  was  the  practice, 
which  has  grown  steadily  throughout 
the  United  States,  of  excluding  every¬ 
body  who  betrays  any  intelligence,  who 
has  formed  any  opinion  or  who  has  read 
the  papers  and  seen  any  notice  of  the 
litigation  in  their  columns.  The  conse¬ 
quence  is  a  disgrace  to  tho  administra- 
tiqn  Of  justice.  In  great  Uwsuits  hke 
those  of  Tweed  and  of  Beecher  1,0*>0 
jurymen  were  drawn  and  really  tried 
before  the  necessary  12  could  be  secured. 
In  numberless  cases  you  have  jurymen 
who  never  read  the  newspapers,  who  d<5 
not  know  the  name  erf  the  governor, 
president  or  the  mayor,  who  cannot  read 
and  write,  and  who  are  frequently  but 
one  remove  from  the  poorhouse  or  the

A  Woman’,  Right,  Decision. 

The  supreme  court  of  Arkansas  ha* 
lately  rendered  an  important  decision. 
Mrs.  Nichols,  a  married  woman,  bor¬ 
rowed  money  and  gave  a  note  for  it 
The  question  was  whether  a  personal 
judgment  could  be  returned  against  her 
upon  suit  to  recover  such  money.  The 
court  said :  . 

“Our  conclusion  is  that  a  married 
woman  has  under  our  law  the  right  to 
purchase  personal  property  or  borrow 
money  for  her  separate  use  aud  that 
the  property  purchased  or  money  bor¬ 
rowed  becomes  her  separate  property. 
Her  contract  to  pay  for  the  same  is  a 
contract  in  reference  to  her  separate 
property  and  creates  a  personal  obliga¬ 
tion,  valid  it*  law  aud  in  equity,  aud 
this  without  regard  to  whether  she  ow*- 
ed  any  additional  property  or  not 
“To  bold  otherwise  would  be  to  say 
that,  although  the  statute  gives  a  mar¬ 
ried  woman  the  right  fo  acquire  and 
bold  property,  yet  that  if  she  under¬ 
take  to  acquire  it  by  contract  the  law 
will  treat  such  c.  utract  as  <  f  no  valid¬ 
ity.  Under  that  view  a  married  w\  man 
who  had  no  si  porsite  estate  could  at  law 
make  no  valid  contract  for  the  aeqaisi 
tion  of  prop*  rty,  however  desirable  and
